Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-36 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In the Request for Reconsideration, Applicant argues mainly the following; (a) that it would not have been an obvious detail/design 
implementation for annotations to be stored in the claimed second database, and even if such a second database is disclosed in the 
applied prior art, there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation in the art for combining such fictitious disclosure with Barber and Whayne; 
and (b) Examiner's assertion that it is well known in the art for annotations to be created/edited and stored/saved in a searchable 
database which could be later displayed in a list for selection by a user. 

The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons. 

Per (a), as noted in the previous Office Action, variations on data storage implementation are dependent on design preferences so long as 
the functionality of database querying remains the same. Furthermore, Barber also indicates the use of different storage locations/areas 
for different data entities (fig. 1; col. 4, lines 59-63; col. 5, lines 26-31; annotation definitions database 34, and image data representations 
35 in conjunction with image database 36); thus, Barber clearly suggests the use of different databases for storing images separately 
from their associated searchable annotations. The argument regarding the motivation for combining the art is therefore moot in view of 
Barber's suggested teaching above. 

Per (b), from the discussion in section (a) above, it has been established that annotation database 34 is a separate and searchable 
database from the image database. Barber further shows that annotations that were created/edited and stored/saved in a searchable 
database which could be later displayed for selection by a user (col. 8; line 59 - col. 9, line 61 ; annotations such as "RED", "GRASS", 
TRIANGLE", "BEARS", "WATER" could be selected, dragged and dropped from the annotation database 34). 
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
